PANCAKE PPEBFECTION 
Pancakes are so simple to 
make and so good to eat that it 
seems too bad to let any thing 
interfere with their perfection. 
There are so few rules to follow 
to insure perfect pancakes! The 
batter, the griddle itself, and 
baking—these three points are 
important. 
Ta Grease Or Net To Grease? 
New g riddles, an d those which 
hav e been carefu lly u sed an d 
cared for, requ ire n o g reasin g , 
bu t for the av erag e hard-worn 
pan cake g riddle, a v ery lig ht 
g reasin g is best. 
Pancakes Need Not Stick 
If the pan cakes stick, don ’t 
blame the batter! May be the 
last batch of cakes bu rn ed, an d 
the g riddle n eeds a thorou g h 
clean sin g an d an oil treatm en t to 
repair the damag e; or perhaps 
ifs been too v ig orou sly scou red, 
leav in g the su rface scratched 
an d rou g h. 
Pan cake g riddles mu st be kept 
clean for best resu lts in bakin g . 
If the g riddle n eeds improv e­ 
men t boil it for 15-20 min u tes in 
a solu tion of washin g soda an d 
water (abou t 2 tablespoon s of 
soda to a qu art of water). Then 
scou r the g riddle with a v ery fin e 
abrasiv e, to av oid scratchin g an d 
to keep the su rface 
smooth. 
Wash in hot soapy water, dry 
thorou g hly , an d ru b well with 
cookin g oil. When y ou are ready 
to u se the g riddle ag ain remov e 
the ex cess oil with a piece of soft 
paper. 
Sometimes there’s a “hot spot 
on the g riddle which cau ses pan ­ 
cakes to stick; an d if a larg e 
g riddle is placed ov er a small 
flame ifs qu ite likely to be u n ­ 
ev en ly heated, becomin g too hot 
in some portion s an d n ot hot 
en ou g h in others. 
How Hot The Griddle? 
The pan cake g riddle is ju st 
hot en ou g h when a bit of water 
dropped on it, “dan ces” for a sec­ 
on d or two on the su rface. If the 
water disappears immediately in 
a pu ff of steam, the g riddle is too 
hot, an d y ou ’d better let it coed 
off before beg in n in g bakin g op­ 
eration s! 
Flatten Pancakes? Nev er I 
Pou red on a properly heated 
g riddle, 
the 
pan cake 
batter 
spreads to ju st the desired thick­ 
n ess withou t assistan ce. It is n ot 
on ly u n n ecessary , bu t it is in ad­ 
v isable, to spread the batter with 
a spoon . Bakin g beg in s as soon 
as the batter tou ches the hot 
g riddle, an d the leav en in g ag en t 
acts with ju st the proper speed 
to form the tin y bu bbles that 
make the pan cake lig ht. 
At­ 
temptin g to spread the batter 
breaks these bu bbles as fast as 
they form an d ten ds to make the 
fin ished 
produ ct 
tou g h 
an d 
leathery . 
When To Turn Pancakes 
Tu rn the pan cakes as soon as 
the su rface is well cov ered with 
bu bbles (before they break) an d 
then tu rn them on ly on ce! An d 
for the lig htest, flu ffiest pan ­ 
cakes possible, don ’t stack them. 
How And When To Serv e 
Pancakes 
Flu ffy , g olden -brown pan cakes 
are delig htfu lly v ersatile. They 
shou ld be serv ed at least sev eral 


Below is giv en a fine recipe for 
reheating almost any kind of 
meat.

The senate p lanned to foreg o 
its afternoon session in fav or of 
the hearing . 
A p latform was 
bu ilt in the statehou se corridors 
so that p ersons for and ag ainst 
the p lan cou ld sp eak to a v big 
au dience. 
Senator Frederick F. Eichhorn 
(D-Gary ), committee chairman, 
said each side wou ld g et an hou r 
to p resent its arg u ments. 
Bu siness men on one side and 
farmers on the other marshaled 
their 
forces 
for 
a 
show 
of 
streng th. 
L. F. Shu ttleworth, manag ing 
director of the Associated Retail­ 
ers of Indiana, said merchants 
from throu g hou t the state wou ld 
be on hand to su p p ort tax re­ 
du ction. 
Indiana Farm Bu reau , Inc., 
officials said “10,000 farmers” 
wou ld p arade throu g h downtown 
Indianap olis to the statehou se to 
talk with leg islators indiv idu ally 
ag ainst the bill. Farmers fear 
g ross income tax redu ction wou ld 
wou ld mean an increase in p rop ­ 
erty tax es. 
The hou se meanwhile had the 
nex t mov e to mak e on another 
major issu e of the session — the 
statewide p rimary election. 
The senate p assed y esterday , 
34 to 12, a bill for nomination of 
candidates 
for United 
States 
senator and g ov ernor in p ri­ 
maries. 
Since 1929, these nominations 
hav e been by p arty conv entions. 
Under this bill, if no candidate 
g ot 40 p er cent of the v otes cast 
in the p rimary , the choice wou ld 
rev ert to a conv ention. 
Senator John Brig ht Webb (D- 
Indianap olis), who introdu ced 
the bill, made the only sp eech 
abou t it — ex p laining its p rov i­ 
sions. 
The senate, after a debate last­ 
ing almost all day , k illed a bill 
to g iv e leg islators a $5 increase 
in their daily salary . The action 
came on a 24-to-23 v ote with 
Lieu t.-Gov . Henry F. Schrick er 
deciding the q u estion. 
Leg islators now g et $10 a day . 
The bill wou ld hav e g iv en them 
$5 more for ex p enses. 
The hou se k illed, by v oice v ote, 
a resolu tion which wou ld hav e 
ask ed cong ress to start action 
for a constitu tional amendment 
to allow g eneral adop tion of the 
Townsend old-ag e p ension p lan. 
The senate also p assed bills to: 
1. Giv e motorists a g race p eri­ 
od from Jan. I to March I for 
leg al u se of driv ers’ license issu ed 
the y ear before — 34 to 9; 
2. Au thorize the secretary of 
state to license motorboats — 38 
to 3; 
3. Req u ire ju dg es to p rov ide 
the state motor v ehicle dep art­ 
ment with records of traffic con­ 
v ictions— 43 to 0; 
4. Do away with the two-cent 
p rop erty tax for imp rov ing the 


fou r state schools so that the 
£ 
money raised, estimated at $500,- 
000 y early , cou ld g o into the g en­ 
eral fu nd — 45 to 0, and 
5. Req u ire second-class cities 
with two or more mu nicip al u til­ 
ities (that is, Fort Way ne) to 
start a p ension fu nd for u tility 
emp loy es — 36 to 6. 
Six other bills of slig ht g eneral 
interest also were p assed.

President Roosev elt 
asserted bu siness need not worry 
abou t new tax es, the TVA made 
a deal to bu y the Tennessee 
p rop erties of the Commonwealth 
and Sou thern corp oration, thu s 
ending a long disp u te, and Sec­ 
retary of Commerce Hop k ins is 
ex p ected to emp hasize bu siness 
co-op eration in his sp eech at Des 
Moines, la., tomorrow nig ht. 
The stimu lu s of federal sp end­ 
ing looms larg e in nearly all the 
g ov ernment 
economists’ 
fore­ 
casting . They p oint ou t th at the 
federal bu dg et calls for sp ending 
abou t $3,7 00,000,000 before Ju ne 
30, and that mu ch of it will be 
for p u blic work s p rojects. Allo­ 
cations u nder the $1,000,000,000 
PWA p rog ram were made last 
fall, bu t the bu lk of the work 
will be done before sp ring . Sim­ 
ilarly , the ex p erts bank heav ily 
on the demand for bu ilding new 
homes and ap artm ents which 
g ot u nder way last y ear. They 
see p otential p rice increases for 
bu ilding materials as the only 
p ossible threat, bu t consider su ch 
increases u nlik ely . 
Althou g h a nu mber of u tilities 
hav e committed themselv es to 
ex p anding g enerating cap acity 
in co-op eration with the war de­ 
p artment, the size of u tility ex ­ 
p enditu res has been q u estioned 
in some q u arters as a bu siness 
factor. Howev er, some ex p erts 
asserted that if bu siness k eep s on 
g rowing , the u tilities will hav e 
to bu ild more p lants to tak e care 
of the indu strial demand.

Two facts led to the earlier 
belief in ship p ing q u arters that 
the v essel which sent the mes­ 
sag e mig ht hav e been the Pec- 
ten: 
1. The letter “C” in Interna­ 
tional code stands for “ten”; or 
Pec-ten. 
2. The Pecten, en rou te from 
Trinidad to Sou thamp ton, ap ­ 
p arently was in the area from 
which the SOS came, as indicat­ 
ed by its last rep orted p osition. 
Radio officials ex p ressed belief 
that, if the messag e was g enu ine, 
the fact it was not rep eated in­ 
dicated the v essel had p lu ng ed 
to the bottom immediately . 
Lending credence to the affair 
was a rep ort from Horta, the 
Azores, by ship p ing officials who 
said officers of a v essel which 
reached there last Friday an­ 
nou nced sig hting two su bma­ 
rines of u nidentified nationality 
in the v icinity of Fay al Island; 
in the g eneral area from which 
the SOS was sent. 
The messag e, p ick ed u p by the 
Portu g u ese nav y dep artment at 
Lisbon, Portu g al, as well as by 
the station here, said: “Hav e 
been torp edoed by u nk nown su b­ 
marine.
